STUDENTS' SOCIETY MEETING 
MARKED BY GREAT ENTHUSIASM 

Best Attendance for Years— Financial Report Shows an Income of About $700 Each from 
Union, "Daily", and Athletics— Importance of Theatre Night Stressed— Officers- 
Elect Assume Responsibility of Positions.

One of the most successful uml he>t 
attended meetings of the Students' So- 
ciety in several years, was held in the 
Union Rail Room yesterday, between 
four and five hundred men being pres- 
ent. 

A financial report showing an estim- 
ated increase of close to four thousand 
dollars in undergraduate .activities over 
the previous yi«r, was the outstanding 
feature of yesterday's meeting. The 
Students' Council itself will show a pro- 
lit of Ç2.397.43, out of which the Union 
will probably have an excess of 5715.33, 
and McGill Daily will be able to turn 
over $738.18 to the. Council . 

The meeting went on record as being 
in favour of the incoming Student's 
Council taking up, in conjunction with 
the College authorities, the matter of 
having the session begin two weeks ear- 
lier than at present and end at the be- 
ginning of May instead of the middle of 
that month. 

The report of Don Foss, president of 
the Athletic Association, showed that 
McGill had captured more intercollegiate 
championships than Queens and Varsity 
combined- The Track, Tennis, Assault- 
at-Arms, Winter Carnival, Water Polo, 
Basketball and Gymnastic Competition 



had all fallen to McGill. Varsity came 
out on top in English Rugby, 1 lockey, 
Harrier and Swimming, while Queen's 
were the Intercollegiate champions in 
Rugby . 

Hamilton, retiring president of the 
Students' Council, and Syd. Harris, re- 
tiring secretary of the Union, both read 
enthusiastic reports- The Rugby, Hockey 
and Track Clubs were also heard from, 
and their reports were very promis- 
ing. 

The meeting opened with the read- 
ing and adoption of the minutes of the 
previous gathering. The secretary, 
h'rascr, then read the financial statement 
for the year, which showed the the 
Council and all related activities would 
have an increase of nearly four thous- 
and dollars. 

Alteration in Term 

Alexander then moved that lhc ses- 
sion be rearranged so that college be- 
gin two weeks earlier than at present, 
and also end a fortnight sooner than at 
present . Fall athletics would benefit 
considerably by this change, as the men 
would have more time to get into shape 
for In'tcrcoltegiatc activities. The 
Christmas examinations could be held 



before the holidays, and as a result the 
men would be able to spend a really 
enjoyable vacation. It is far easier to 
get satisfactory employment for the 
summer at the beginning of May than 
it is on the fifteenth of that month, ft 
would probably take two years to bring 
this proposed measure into force, since 
the men would not care to lose four 
weeks of their vacation, as would be ne- 
cessary if the. change were made, in one 
year. The motion was seconded by 
Stone. 

Hamilton stressed the importance of 
the point of obtaining summer employ- 
ment. There is no doubt that a much 
better position can be obtained at the be- 
ginning of May than in the middle. The 
effect on athletics would indeed be 
great. 

Bob Ogilvy, Sci. '24, said that at 
present the term in the first three years 
of Applied Science ended on the 28th ot 
April, and began the first of October. 
He thought that the motion was a good 
one. but that it would not benefit Science 
in any way. O'llagan said that the 
Science men were apparently satisfied 
with their term arrangement, but as the 
other faculties would undoubtedly bene

Psychological Society Puts 
on Essay Competition

Thirty members of the Psyehologic.il 
Society, among them Professors Tait 
and MacKay, Mr. De Silva and Mr. 
Quaylcj were present in the Reading 
Room of Strathcona Hall last night. 

Dr. Hickson, the speaker of the 
evening, was introduced by H. F. Hall, 
president of the club, and took as his 
subject : "A recent tendency to evapor- 
ate Psychology." After prefacing his 
remarks Dr. Hickson said that, "when 
we refer to a science such as chemis- 
try or physics, wc have in mind an or- 
ganized body of subject matter; that 
point of view is what distinguishes one. 
science from another." He went on to 
say that Psychology is not' essentially 
an individualistic science, that the two 
present day ideas of psychology with 
which he would deal would be: first, 
that psychology is the science of im- 
médiate behaviour. Dr- Hickson said 
this definition was not true to farts, 
because physics and the other experi- 
mental sciences were just as much 
sciences of immediate experience. This 
Utter concept the speaker classed as too 
wide. 

Some of the foremost personages con- 
nected with Behaviorism mentioned 
were Low. Holt, Perry, Dunlop, and it 
particular J. B. Watson. To this 
movement, which ought to be opposed in 
the. interests of psychology itself, Dr. 
Hickson said these were, two phases, 
•tamely, the positive, which attempts to 
justify itself by reason of its practical 
good and which concerns itself solely 
with changes set up in the organism : 
and the negative which ignores modes 
of human experience, diminishes con- 
sciousness, drives imagery outrightly 
and- rejects the method of introspection 
which has been a distinguishing fcatun 
of psychology. The speaker said that 
one of the leading factors in the rise 
of the tendency was the impatience of 
bchaviorists with the lack of results in 
experimental psychology, and with th 
fact that no satisfactory distinction had 
been made between sensation and image 
He pointed out that sixty years is not 
long in the development of an experi- 
mental science. For example, only in the 
16th century did physics leave scholastic 
for experimental methods, and to-day 
there is no satisfactory explanation of 
gravitation. It was also pointed out that 
only in the 19th century did psychology 
become a systematic science at all. and 
since that time has not had nearly so 
many intense and expert workers as 
other sciences. The speaker pointed out 
tirât such works as those of Binct de- 
pended much on introspection, and an-

team next year. As the low hurdles 
will be in the Inter-faculty meet it i-; 
expected that a large group will derate 
some time to this phase of the sport 

The plans for the developing of 
team that will he able to retain the title 
arc already almost complete. Although 
the management of the cub is being 
kept busy with the details of the com- 
ing Canadian Inter-Scholastic Champion 
ships, they are also working out a plan 
so that every- tnan who turns out next 
year will have a chance to show what he 
is worth long before the meets which 
arc often held under unfavorable condi 
tion s .

The team thus is in most apparent 
need of a good number of runners, ai.d 
also it is up to the men who have shown 
up in the minor meets to st,art p.-acli 
soon. Coach Van Wagner i:. only wait, 
ing for the snow to go and he will have 
the outfit up on the cinders and train- 
ing for the real meet. 

At the recent meeting of the Tra 
Cluh the possibility of a meet with the 
University of Montreal was brought up 
and it is expected that this, t<to. will 
give the Red and White runners a 
chance to display their ability, while it 
is also hoped that once again the relay 
team will be out to win between the 
halves of the football games. It is un- 
fortunate too, to note that of the four 
stars leaving McGill the four names of 
one of the greatest Red and White re- 
lay teams are listed, but with Code and 
Faith back the team should be able to 
put up some sort of a battle.

Bernard Cohen, or Arts '24, was the 
speaker at last night's meeting of the 
Cosmopolitan Club at Strathcona Hall. 
Ilir. subject was ''Jewjgh History from 
the Iiarfiest- Times to the Prcsnit 
Day, and Zionism", and he showed a 
cry prolound knowledge of this topic. 
His subject matter was well arranged, 
and as hi:, speech was delivered with 
very little assistance from notes, it 
was far more pleasing to his readers. 
Fotos, president of the club, introduc- 
d the speaker, and expressed his re- 
grets that more, could not be prestnt 
to listen to the address. 
Cohen opened his speech by assur- 
g the members that he would not 
attempt to cover the whole course of 
cwish History, as such an outline 
would be impossible in a short time, 
f he wished to do justice to even the 
principal events. The earliest Jewish 
History is told in the Bible, and there 
the speaker urged his hearers to turn 
ior detailed information on this per 
j<1. For this reason he passed to the 
vcriod after the Restoration. Pales 
:imc was captured when Alexander 
: iadc his great conquests, and, as is 
well known, after Alexander's death 
is empire was divided into three tec 
!ions, of which two were governed b> 
l J tolcmy and Seluchus. Palestine then 
'ccamc the bone of contention be- 
tween these two rulers, and continued 
io be so for many years. After i 
considerable' lapse of time, King Anti 
ochus of Syria, feeling that his nation 
was getting Hellenucd through the 
influence of Greek culture, and seeing 
something different in his Jewish sub 
jeets, passed cruel laws to try and 
coerce them to worship the Greek 
gods. Finally, a great struggle took 
place between the Jews and "Persia 
and the Jews for a time became inde 
pendent, 

Then the Jews came under the dom 
inion of the great power of the cen 
turies just before and after the begin 
tttng of the Christian era— Rome, who 
were cruel rulers and incited the Jews 
to revolt by their tyrannous methods 
But in the year 70 A.D. their effort 
came to an end, and they fell into ab 
solute captivity. 

From this time on Jewish communi- 
ties became established in many parts 
of the world and spread out into all 
nations. The first one of any size was 
in Alexandria,, While arfew -hundred 
years later the Jews had spread as far 
as Gaul. In the tenth century they 
were found in both Germany and 
Spain, and their dissimulation has been 
continued until the present day. Lat 
er on, about a century afterwards 
great Jewish massacres took place dur- 
iug the crusades which followed the

rise oi Christianity; and' henceforward 
the life of the Jews has been one of 
almost continual torture and distress 
at the hands of their enemies. One of 
the greatest injustices was that of at 
tributing the Black Death of the Mid 
die Ages to the Hebrew people, 

In Spain at first the lite of the Jew 
was more fortunate than that of most 
of his European brethren. But when 
Roman Catholic kings came into pow- 
er, their lot here became equally bad, 
and the terrible deeds perpetrated by 
the Inquisition are blots on the pages 
of history. And, in the year 149-, 
500,000 Jews were forced to leave 
Spain and emigrate to Turkey, where 
they found peace. It is well to notice 
that all the Jew-, did not leave, and 
some practiced their religion in secret 
for 350 years. 

..Turning to the matter of Zionism, 
Cohen showed some of the prime rea- 
sons why the jews wished to go back 
to Palestine. Bismarck started the 
nineteenth century anti-Jewish move- 
ment, and in the eighties some of the 
Russians started to emigrate. They 
returned with little money and little 
knowledge of agriculture, having been 
mostly town-dwellers. In Palestine 
there were many dangers to undergo, 
prmeipaj of which were the fever and 
the wandering Bedouins. 

At first this movement had no po- 
litical connection, but Dr. Theodore 
Herzl, with some assistance, originat- 
ed "Political Zionism" and held a 
meeting in Basle in 1897, although at 
that time there were few followers. It 
was not until the English conquest of 
Palestine that any reason for hope was 
forthcoming to the world Jewry. Since 
then both the British House of Com- 
mons and the American House of 
Representatives have passed resolu- 
tions in favour of the movement, and 
the number of supporters has greatly 
increased. 

In closing the speaker said "the 
Jews are determined to make the Zion 
ist movement a success" and also that 
"no greater romance has ever been 
seen than the spectacle of a nation 
being rebuilt after eighteen hundred 
years by the same people that origin- 
ally owned it 

Fotos thanked the speaker, who then 
proceeded to answer satisfactorily all 
questions put to him 



The appended letter was received from

To the Students of McGill: 

Tonight the undergraduates arc 
launching a big Theatre Night, in which 
most of the music and all of the enter 
tainment is being put on by McGill men 
and women. 

Such Theitrr* Night, are held by 
many other universities, and play an im 
portant part in student life, and much en 
oyment is obtained from them.

1. COURSE — 

A course in aeronautics v. ill be held at* the training :-tation 
of the Royal Canadian Air Force, and will consist of three 
terms each of from three and a half to four months' duration 
(approximately May 15th to September l-i i iii three consécu- 
tive years.

To be eligible f'-'r selection a candidate must be — 

(a) A member of the C.O.T.C.. who hag performed the 
requisite qualifying service and passed, the practical 
examination for certificate "A" CO.T.C. 

(b) Following a courte of study as an undergraduate 
leading to a degree in Applied Science. 

(c) Physically fit for Air Force Service as a pilot. 

(d) Unmarried. 

(e) Under 21 vears of age at the commencement of the 
course. 

(f; Recommended by the Military Committer of the 
University as likely to become an efficient Air Force 
Officer. 

(g) Give an undertaking to complete the whole course. 
Before attending the second term the candidate will be re- 
quired to be in possession of certificate "A" CO.T.C. 

3. STATUS— ■* 

During the period that candidates arc in attendance at the 
Royal Canadian Air Force training station, they will be granted 
temporary commissions as provisional Pilot Officers, and will 
receive pay and allowance- in accordance with Pay and Al- 
lowance Regulations for the Canadian Air Force. The pro-

other example in the .field of Psycho-Pa- 
thdlogy was the fact that the study of 
aphasia hid received as much from psy- 
chology as physiology. 

Dr. Hickson said that Behaviorism 
had dealt drastically with image and 
held that there were no centrally initiat- 
ed processes and that thought processes 
arc begun and carried on independent of 
imagery; that behavior tries to find the 
equivalent- of thought in changes of the 
sex organs. These the speaker classed 
at best as mere hypotheses assited by 
personal belief. He said that if there be 
any images it takes considerable rash- 
ness to deny them, and that account must 
be taken of Empirical foils. He said 
there was a one-sidedness in such an at- 
tempt' He pointed out that he did not 
deny that such, changes take place, but 
only that they are identical with thought. 

Mr. Hickson then went on to point out 
there could be a certain amount of psy- 
chology without behaviorism, and that 
behaviorism and the study of human be- 
havior does not seem to be tbc same 
thing, and that sonic speculations arc in- 
dispensable to science. He pointed out 
that, in regard to animal learning, the 
doctrine of probability can't be applied: 
also it cannot be shown pleasantness 
and unpleasantness in the process. II 
behaviorism .tries to make a unitary doc- 
trine of response, digestion would be as 
much behavior istic as reasoning. 

Dr. Hickson added that ethical con 
diKt involves response to ideals, 4nd 
not merely environment, and that be- 
haviorism attempts to replace a science 
by a technology. He said the attitude of 
psychology is impersonal, and its aim is 
to know and understand ; and that psy- 
chology cannot be replaced by the pres- 
ent day tendency even though it is col- 
ored by a prac.tic.il goal, emotional ap- 
peal, and has a temporarily large fol- 
lowing. It was also said tht ever since 
psychology separated itself from philo- 
sophy and arranged itself with the nat- 
ural sciences, biologists and physiologists 
have regarded it with envy and distrust, 
even trying to annex it. 

It was shown that there was i certain 
logical irrelevance about the behavioris- 
tic programme, which, if it could be car- 
ried out, would still ignore fields of psy- 
chological investigations. Neither from 
the standpoint of method or fact, he 
said, can psychology ever be displaced 
as a source of knowledge or experience, 
also that date of introspection don't ex- 
n'ain themselves or explain genetic deri- 
vation. 

In conclusion Dr. Hickson said that 
objective study is undoubtedly indis 
pensable, it deals with material which 
no other science leads up to or includes. 

Following the address considerable 
discussion ensued. A vote of thanks

RAT AND CAT RANCH 



Profits Estimated at $5,000,- 
000 Per Year 



The following is a letter received by 
one of the Daily editors which should 
prove of great interest and material 
benefit to McGill students. The op- 
portunity offered tor investmnct in 
such a reliable concern is one that 
comes only once in a life-time, the 
editor states.

The carcasses of the cats from which 
the skins have been taken will be ietl 
to the rats, thus allowing each rat 
one-fourth cat per day. 

It will thus be seen that the busi- 
ness is self-acting, and automatic all 
the way through. In others words, 
the cats will cat the rats, and the 
rats will eat the cats, and we will get 
the valuable skins.

Don Foss mentioned that the faculty 
of Science does an extra month's work 
ùuriug the summer, when the surveying 
is carried out- It was suggested that 
this surveying might be carried out dur- 
ing the college term. Ed. Woollcombr, 
Sci. '23, was strongly against this, 
laiming that the big thing about the. 
'acuity of Science at Met '.ill was its 
thorough surveying course. If this were 
discarded, the standard of the faculty 
would be greatly lowered. 

On being assured that the incoming 
Council would devote their attentions to 
this matter. Alexander was persuaded to 
withdraw his original motion, and move 
instead, that the incoming Students 
Council take up, in conjunction with the 
College authorities, the matter of adding 
two weeks to the fall term, and short- 
ening the spring term by an equal time. 
"Patronize Those Who Patronize 
Us" . 

The retiring president's report showed 
that much had been accomplished dur- 
ing the year. The l'cp Rally, held at 
'he beginning of the session, was attend- 
ed by over 1200 students, and did much 
tn instill in them the spirit of loyalty to 
wards their college. 

The definition of the duties of the dif- 
ferent athletic managers had done much 
towards increased efficiency as well as 
towards the cutting down of expenses. 

It was thought, that due to lack of 
advertising "McGill Daily" would be 
forced to close down. A-n advertising 
campaign «-as started, and as a result 
the "Daily" not only continued, but will 
have a surplus of nearly seven hundred 
and fifty dolars. In this connection 
Hamilton urged that McGill patronize 
only those firms who patronized McGi 

Considerable improvement had been 
marie in the Tuck Shop. Care had bee:) 
taken against overstocking with slow 
veiling articles, and the shop had bcei 
enlarged so that the wares could be bet- 
ter displayed. The long necessary 
change in the method of athletic govern 
ment had also bean effected. 

The AleGil! Theatre Night is another 
great undertaking, not yet complete 
but which gives every promise of bcin; 
■iuccessful. 

That co-operation be maintained be 
tween the students, graduates and facul- 
ty, and that the number of such events 
as The Pep Rally and Theatre. Night 
which do so much towards uniting the 
students, be increased, were some of the 
suggestions made by Hamilton in conclu- 
sion- "Hammy" also urged that the old 
custom of initiation of freshmen be 
kept up. He further desired to sec all 
musical organizations of tlw College sue 
ccssful. He was especially anxious that 
McGill men patronize only those who 
patronize McGill. 

Hamilton had heard several criticisms 
of the sports write-ups in the "Daily." 
and he felt that an explanation was 
forthcoming about this. Tt has long been 
a custom to send representatives of the 
"Daily" along with the teams to write 
up the games, but this was impossible 
this year, due to the policy of rigid 
economy which the Council adopted. It 
was for this reason that the write-ups 
were not all that was expected. In 
knitting closer together the undcrgradu 
ates of McGill and in otherwise serving 
the interests of the students, the McGill 
Daily is indeed a great factor in student 
life. 

"If I cannot carry on as well as 
Hamilton has done this last year, then I 
only hope that I may do my work with 
as much modesty as he," said Errol C. 
Amaron, presdent elect of the Students' 
Council, in this inaugural address. 
Amaron mentioned that he had first met 
Mammy at a track meet in Sherbrooke, 
a good many years ago, and later in the 
battlefield of Flanders. He looked for- 
ward to a very successful year in all 
college activities, and expects that the 
students will do their part towards mak- 
ing this possible. 

Seven Intercollegiate Champs 

Don boss's report of athletic activities 
showed that seven intercollegiate cham- 
pionships had fallen to McGill this year, 
Varsity had captured four and Queen's 
■•ne, so that Old McGill had more than 
the two combined. By a large margin, 
the Track meet, held during the fall term 
went to the Red and White. Largely 
due to Crocker's efforts, the tennis cham- 
pionship also came to McGill. Under 
the able direction of coaches Smith and 
Robinson, the McGill boxers and wrest- 
lers brought home the Assault-at-Arms 
championship for the first time in many 
years. Overcoming a lead of three 
goals, which Varsity had secured, coach 
Vcrnot's proteges captured the Water 
Polo title. From the bottom of the 
league McGill had climbed to the Bas- 
ketball championship- In the Gymnasium 
tournament held only recently, McGill 
came out 68 points ahead. The Winter 
Sports Carnival, held with several Am- 
erican Colleges, also went to McGill. 

The Rugby Club had had its best 
financial and worst playing year. In- 
creased interest was being taken by the 
graduates, and several of them have 
promised to return and aid the club next 
year. Frank Shaughnessy has also 
agreed to return next year to pilot the 
team. 

The Hockey Club showed a deficit of 
about one thousand dollars. This was 
due to the great falling off in attendance 
at the games. Expenses had been great- 
ly reduced, but the great decrease in 
revenue could not be met. For the first 
time since 1920, McGill had succeeded in 
getting the better of Toronto in a 
hockey match. Intercollegiate Junior 



and Intermediate hockey had' been im- 
possible this year. The younger teams 
have, however, played in local leagues. 
The class hockey scries, under the direc- 
tion of Bev. Puddicombc. was very suc- 
cessful. In all, about .300 took part. 

The deficit of the Track Club, whilst 
tot entirely wiped out, was greatly re. 
duecd. At present it is about six hun- 
dred dollars. In the Fresh. -Soph- meet 
the Freshmen were successful, whilst the 
University meet went to Medicine. Mc- 
Gill captured the Intercollegiate affair. 

The annual report . of the McGill 
Union, read by Syd. Harris, retiring sec- 
retary, showed that the Union was 
omc seven hundred dollars, ahead. 
There had been a great falling off in the 
receipts of the billiard room, which had 
formerly paid for all overhead expendi- 
ture. This year the Union had depend- 
ed entirely on the cafotcria for its pro- 



fit. 

Bert Rochester, prior to landing over 
to Packh». the reins of office ran over 
Syd . Harris's report m detail . He em- 
phasized the fact that the Union could 
only be a success as long as it had lite 
support of the students. More ban- 
quets had been held in the Union this 
year, and for the first time, the catering 
for the formal dances was done by the 
Union Cafeteria. 

Following Packltam's inauguration, 
the meeting was adjourned with the 
singing of "Hail Alma Mater," and the 
McGill Yell.
